Council Lifts Tax Lid, 
Defeats Transfer Tax 


The Warren borough council has 
opened the door for the earned 
income tax and has removed its 
previously established $35,000 tax 
increase limitation for 1956. It 
also has voted down the proposed 
real estate transfer tax on its sec­ 
ond reading. 
On a motion by Councilman Pat- 
chen, it voted to rescind the motion 
of Harry Logan, Jr . which was 
passed at an October session. This 
motion limited additional taxes for 
1956 to $35,000. At the same meet­ 
ing, council voted to avoid the earn­ 
ed income tax. The latest action, at 
Mpnday’s regular December meet­ 
ing, changes this. 
The motion to rescind the for­ 
mer motions was passed l l to 3, 
with Councilmen Africa, Carbon, 
Em ory, Frantz, Johnson, Laskaris, 
L e v i n e , M e r e n i c k , Newmaker, 
Painter, and Patchen voting affir­ 
matively, and Logan, Mead, and 
M iller opposing. 
Council voted to accept the offer 
of George L. Craft relative to the 
purchasing 
of 
approximately 
12 
acres of land on the West Side, in 
which is included the present play­ 
ground. This w ill cost $7,500. W ar­ 
ren w ill pay only $ 1,000 down and the 
remaining $6,500 in two years. 
M r. Craft has offered to pay the 
Warren Tank Car Company the full 
amount and to carry the borough for 
two years without interest. If the 
borough does not pay the balance in 
two years, it men must pay six per 
cent interest. 
Action on the proposal came after

WASHINGTON. — Slowly we are 
beginning to recognize that in our 
competiton with Soviet Russia to 
win people to our side and the side 
of freedom and free institutions, all 
sorts of factors are involved. A- 
mong them, what we do with our 
opportunities 
to develop our own 
economy and our own institutions 
here at home. 
Russia’s stepped-up economic aid 
program 
to other nations, par­ 
ticularly offers she is dangling be­ 
fore the strategic Middle East and 
India, has directed our attention to 
our own foreign economic aid pro­ 
gram as well as to the less ex­ 
pensive Point Four program insti­ 
tuted by former President Truman. 
How 
much Congress should be

here at home, in our schools, we 
are neglecting an important weapon 
in the cold war or cold peace, or 
whatever we may now term our 
competition with Russia. The short­ 
age of scientists, both for our peace­ 
time and our defense atomic pro­ 
grams, finally enlisted the Atomic 
Energy Commission Chairman, Ad­ 
m iral Lewis Strauss, in the cam­ 
paign for immediate action to im­ 
prove our educational establish­ 


ment. 
Perhaps this 
national 
security 
need finally w ill prod the Adminis­ 
tration and Congress into giving 
some Federal aid, at least for school 
construction. 
It is hard to realize from the still 
reluctant attitude today toward Fed­ 
eral aid that one of our recognized 
staunch 
conservative 
Republican 
leaders, the late Senator Robert A. 
Taft of Ohio, sponsored and got 
through the Senate of the Republican- 
controlled 80th Congress a bill giv­ 
ing $300,000,000 for direct Federal 
aid to education. It was all for oper­ 
ating expenses, with about 85 percent 
due to go for teacher salaries. The 
measure was buried in a House Com­ 
mittee. 
The Ohio Senator had no fears 
about Federal control of education — 
which he would have been the last 
to accept — because of a specific 
provision that forbade the Federal 
government to have any say what­ 
ever about the schools, their cu rri­ 
culum, tex: books, or anything else. 
Seven years later, we are begin­ 


ning to catch up with Senator Taft, 
though 
the Administration’s pro­ 
gram w ill be limited to school con­ 
struction. 
Had Congress followed 
Senator Taft in his program, which 
was planned as a continuing Federal 
program, we would be well on the 
way to meeting what we now know 
is our No. I domestic problem. 
In another area Russia is also 
reminding us how we have fallen 
behind by a change of policy on the 
part of this Administration toward 
developing a natural resource -- 
water. Russia has begun work on 
the biggest hydroelectric power de­ 
velopment in the world — a 3,000,000 
kilowatt installation — located on the 
Angara R iver in Eastern Siberia. 
It is the first step in water power 
development to industrialize all of 
Siberia. In this also Russia is con­ 
tinuing to copy us for she began 
after our TVA became a reality. 
But the government now has stop­ 
ped our own program of integrated 
development of our river systems, 
as symbolized on TVA and other 
great projects in the Pacific North­ 
west. 
It only permits this on a 
piece-meal, inadequate basis by pri­ 
vate utilities — and private utilities 
won’t come in unless the government 
guarantees a nice profit, as it did in 
the 
now - abandoned Dixon-Yates 
deal, which of course means high 
costs to the consumer. 
Now we are seeing the spectacle 
of Secretary of 
Interior McKay, 
who instituted this niggardly, short­ 
sighted policy, confessing publicly 


that we face a power shortage. He 
still is appealing for private utilities 
and local communities to come in and 
help. He is claiming that Congress 
w ill not provide the $300,000,000 
needed annually, but that local com­ 
munities and private utilities must 
do it under his "partnership” plan. 
If Secretary M cKay would submit 
an integrated Federal program to 
Congress, he could get Congress’ 


support. What the Secretary over­ 
looks is that every cent that Con­ 
gress appropriates to develop oui 
rivers in the public interest woul< 
come back — as it is coming bael 
now every year, and ahead of sched 
ule, from TV A — to the Treasury 
and that in the end the projects 
would belong to all of the people 
who put up the money for this safi 
and sound investment.

legislating in these times. She says 
she pays because she can afford it 
but many can’t. 
Her newsletters home are infor­ 
mative and deeply moving. “ A Sun­ 
day To Remember” dated December 
3 tells this story. It is in the spirit 
of the season and it follows in part: 
“ I am far from cities and towns, 
sitting on a hillside in the delightful 
country of Southern Rhodesia. 
On this little hillside the sun is 
very warm and bird sounds are 
everywhere. To the north the hills 
disappear in the mist and I find 
myself saying inwardly, ‘I will lift 
up mine eyes unto the hills, from 
whence cometh my help. My help 
cometh from the Lord, which made 
Heaven and earth.’ 
"In front of me stretches a veldt 
or grassland which ends in a great 
granite hill, curiously carved out by 
nature to resemble an elephant. Y es­ 
terday, at the other side of that 
odd mountain, I spent a Sunday that 
will be long with me. We drove 
about 50 miles from Salisbury, 
where we are staying, to a church 
service at the Methodist mission at 
the little town of Mrewa. How can 
possibly picture to you the low, 
well-worn residence and the charm­ 
ing, hospitable, young missionary 
couple who greeted us at the door? 
How can I describe the two large 
trees in front with their two-foot 
hedges of ’crown of thorns’ in 
bloom? 
“ As the service was about to 
start the young people who attend 
the mission school gathered for 
their simple drill to the quiet, al­ 
most reverent drumbeats. The boys 
were in khaki shirts and shorts, the 
girls in burnt orange smocks, the 
choir in deep red gowns with white 
collars. All lined up before the door 
and then marched quietly in to take 
their places on the benches in the 
nave. Women, some with sleeping 
babies on their backs, filled the two 
transepts. The missionary, his wife, 
a United States Information Service 
officer and our party sat on benches 
on the side aisle by an open window. 
Such music! The young rich voices 
had a rare quality with a perfection 
of pitch and rhythm which gave an 
effect that no words of mine can 
possibly describe. They sang with­ 
out accompaniment of any kind, 
with a simple reverence that brought 
tears to the eyes and a great lump 
in the throat. 
“ The service was in Chizizuru, 
the native tongue. It is a language 
of musical vowels and phonetic pro­ 
nunciation. It was easy to sing the 
hymns, especially when the third one 
was set to that exquisite Brahms’ 
Lullaby’. 
“ The preacher (who is called the 
Baba) was a gentle soul with tan 
suit, black vest, and ecclesiastical 
collar. He preached quite a long 
time on the need for Christian edu­ 
cation. The m issionary’s wife trans- 
ated a sentence or two for us and 
every once in a while I could dis­ 
tinguish bible words. At the end he 
asked me if I would care to bring 
them ‘a message from the people of 
the United States.’ This I did with 
quiet joy, reminding them that we are 
a land of many races and are indeec 
their brothers and sisters. 
"The missionaries told me that 
each building of this 47-year old 
mission had been constructed just 
in time to care for people during an 
epidemic. First occupants were al­ 
ways patients. The mission hospital 
itself is manned by amazing people. 
Imagine a tiny one-story building 
without electricity, filled to over­ 
flowing with patients. The mission­ 
ary told us he frequently held an 
electric flashlight while the doctor 
operated or delivered a baby! Anti­ 
septics are hard to come by in this 
part of the world and I doubt if the 
doctor even has a pair of rubber 
gloves I 
“ We learned of mission work and 
native customs and how necessary 
it is that the latter be melted down 
slowly, lest the native be deprived of 
what he had before new ways can 
give him a sense of security. 
“ Like most of our days, we had 
packed rich experiences into the 
24 hours. Somehow this Sunday had 
its own very exquisite flavor — 
one which will stay with each of us 
for many years to come.”

Expensive Freedom 


The F e d e r a l Communications 
Commission finally has decided that 
Edward Lamb, publisher of the Erie 
Dispatch Herald and owner of a radio 
station in that city, can have his 
license. It had been held up because 
parties unknown had said Mr. Lamb 
was a member of communist groups 
and contributed to them. 
The commission has decided that 
there is no proof that Mr. Lamb 
personally engaged in subversive 
activity. 
But the commission has not dis­ 
closed who it was that caused the 
trouble by saying that Mr. Lamb 
was guilty of communist activities. 
If the commission did not have 
complete proof at the beginning, why 
did 
it put an American citizen 
through such an ordeal? An ordeal 
which started in the spring of 1954. 
And why is an American denied 
the right to face his accuser? And 
since when has it developed under 
our laws and our constitution that 
a man must prove himself innocent? 
We always were under the im pres­ 
sion that a man was innocent until 
proved guilty. 
If Mr. Lamb had been an average 
citizen, with an average job, he 
never would have had a chance in 
his case. He could not have afford­ 
ed to pay high priced lawyers to 
fight the case, and he would have 
lacked the influence necessary to 
cause Washington officials to pro­ 
duce even one of the witnesses, as 
was done with M arie Natvig, who 
was sentenced to jail for perjury in 
this case. 
We sat at a local dinner recently 
where one of our leading citizens 
calmly stated that he saw nothing 
to get excited about in the practice 
of McCarthyism. He said he was 
not ashamed of his past. He saw 
no reason why anyone with a clean 
background should be concerned. 
That is how blind we are think­ 
ing. Obviously if we are to permit 
Washington commissions to black­ 
list Americans without producing 
proof, and without giving them an 
opportunity to refute evidence which 
is not revealed, a good background is 
not of much use. It always alarm s 
us to see such limited thinking done 
in the very circles where you hear 
fear of big government expressed! 
In the case of Lamb, the opposition 
newspaper gave his story six front 
page columns when the case first 
started. It did this without a single 
mention of the accuser. Six solid 
columns of abuse and not one speck 
of proof! That is real support of a 
basic freedom! 
And when the FCC announced that 
Mr. Lamb had been cleared the 
opposition paper announced it in 
about one-sixth the space of the 
original castigation. 
But we never have been able to 
sympathize very much. The Lamb 
paper proved itself to be not above 
the smudge pot. When it could break

loud fashion. 
The 
press complains strongly 
when anything bordering on censor 
is suggested, and rightly so. But it 
asks for it when its front pages pla> 
up the lust and blood that can be 
found in the daily news if you look 
closely for angles that will em­ 
phasize the sensational. 
Freedom of the press is some­ 
thing for which we must fight to 
preserve. The continuous effort is 
not helped by the abuse of such a 
privilege. 
Important to all of us is the tangi­ 
ble proof that trial by blank accusa­ 
tion is being practiced in Washington 
and is abetted by much of the daily 
press. If Mr. Lamb could be so 
accused without the revelation of his 
accuser, many innocent men no doubt 
have suffered the same fate. 
And even though such charges are 
disproved, the taint never fully rubs 
off. 
This process is not the sole 
property of the current Republican 
administration. It was given great 
impetus by the New Deal and its 
many boards. We never will forget 
the case involving the Penn Furnace 
and Iron which was heard by the 
National Labor Relations Board in 
Warren. 
We do not rem em ber the facts 
of the case. We were not as im­ 
pressed by the facts as we were by 
the practice of a board acting as 
judge, jury, and prosecutor in this 
United States. 
The security laws and system 
were established before President 
Eisenhower was a gleam in Mr. 
Dewey's eye, but they were used to 
the utmost ny GOP congressmen and 
other Republican officials who at­ 
tempted to sm ear President Truman 
and his cohorts with their own brush 
dipped in red paint. 
We believe that the Edward Lambs 
and the local industries and all who 
come 
under 
government 
attack 
should enjoy the rights due them in 
our courts. These courts say that a 


man must be tried by an unbiased 
jury, must be faced by his accuser, 
and need not testify in his own behalf. 
They also protect him from slander 


and libel. 
Mr. Lamb has his license to broad­ 
cast. 
But only because he could 
afford to fight for it. Our basic 


American freedoms should not be 
limited to those who can afford 
them. That dates us back to a couple 
guys by the name of George.

WARREN, PA. 
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The Ford Foundation’s list of 
hospitals to receive portions of 
its $500 million gift to colleges 
and hospitals, includes $54,400 for 
the Warren General. This money 
is to be distributed in the next 
eighteen months and the figures 
are approximate. 


The 3,500 hospitals to be helped 
are those listed by the American 
Hospital association, and they must 
spend the money for improvements 
or extension of services, but not for 
operating expenses of current ser­ 
vices. 
Of special interest to the Warren 
hospital should be the statement 
that a particular purpose of the 
grants is to assist hospitals to 
achieve full accreditation with the 
Joint Commission on Accreditation 
of Hospitals. The Warren hospital 
is on what amounts to probation in 
this respect. 


Hospital boards must submit evi­ 
dence of tax exemption, report pre­ 
liminary plans for use of the funds 
within three months of acceptance, 
and report at the end of two years 
on actual or projected use of the 
funds. 
The amount of the grant is com­ 
puted on the basis of patient days 
of service provided by the hospital, 
plus the number of births. These 
figures are learned from the re­ 
ports made to the American Hos­ 
pital Association.

Bradford hospital, $75,500; Corry 
hospital, $25,900; Hamot, $171,500; 
St. Vincent’s, $165,100; Zem Zem 
Crippled Children, $21,700; Frank­ 
lin, $42,200; St. Barnabas, $21,100; 
Oil City, $84,100; St. Marys, $40, 
700; Kane Community, $24,700; Kane 
Summit, $10,700. 
Sharon General, $142,200; Union 
City, $13,800; Titusville, $37,400; 
the maximum of $250,000 went to 
several 
Philadelphia, Pittsburgh, 
and Harrisburg hospitals. 


(Ed. Note. It is difficult to figure 
how much this money will be worth 
to the chosen hospitals. It can not 
be spent for existing services. The 
creation of new ones will mean added 
expenses, and most hospitals today 
are operating either at a loss or very 
close to the line. 


The additional services are a 
recognized need and obviously are 
responsibilities 
whi ch hospitals 
must assume in the future. But 
the money so received will not cover 
the added costs. Instead, it may 
actually create expenses which the 
public will have to help finance. 
The Ford Foundation is giving 
these progressive steps a slight 
shove. The many benefitting com­ 
munities will have to pay the major 
bill.)

COUNTY FARM PICTURE 
The farm problem is a m ajor 
part of the political debate which is 
warming up for next year, and we 
find that Warren county is no ex­ 
ception when it comes to some of 
the points being made by various 
leaders. 
It is claimed that many have been 
driven out of farming. If this is a 
fact there must be less farm s, and 
we find this is true in Warren county. 
Back in 
1950 there were 
1,491 
farm s in this county. Last year this 
number had shrunk to 1,241. 
The number of acres being farm ­ 
ed has shrunk also, but not in the 
same proportion, and again this 
coincides with the national picture. 
There are less farm s, but there 
are more acres per farm, and the 
yield per acre is greater. 
In Warren county in 1950 the 
number of farm acres read 176,323. 
At the last count it read 163,019. 
But the average size of the county’s 
farm s last year was 131 acres as 
compared with the average of 118 
in 1950. 
The small farm er obviously has 
been unable to stand the growing 
disproportion between income and 
costs. The larger farms are better 
able to take the loss, and also have 
increased their acreage yield to 
compensate a bit more. 
The number of large farm s also 
has increased. In 1950 there w ere 
only four farm s with over 1,000 
acres. Last year there were ten 
such farm s. The largest number 
of farm s in one size-group are 
the 245 that have between 
IOO 
and 
139 acres. But in 1950 this 
size numbered 287 in this county. 
Some other interesting facts about 
our county’s farm ers reveal that 
585 of them had TV last year. Twice 
as many, 508, had home freezers 
as did in 1950. The number of m ilk­ 
ing machines has increased from 
429 to 525, pick-up hay balers have 
increased from 17 to 169. 
If you dream of settling down on 
a chicken farm , perhaps the exper­ 
ience of W arren county farm ers will 
change your mind. In 1950 there 
were 58 poultry farms. Today it 
has dropped to 15. 
Fruit has 
not prospered here. 
Except for straw berries and grapes, 
the yield in most fruits is a fraction 
of what it was in 1950. Both grapes 
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and straw berries have increased. 
It is an interesting study, with 
many more details available for 
closer examination. But it is obvious 
that farming has declined, with many 
rural 
residents now working in 
plants. A trend both parties will 
interpret in one way or another be­ 
fore next November. 
As one of the officials in the state 
forestry office has said, it is un­ 
fortunate that the farm situation is 
viewed 
in 
term s 
of 
fo u r-y e a r 
political intervals, when the real 
need is a long-range plan, with con­ 
structive conservation practiced by 
all who tend the land.

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A Wee Bit Of Scotland 
Exists In Warren

America is a "woman’s world — 
and this surprising statement comes 
from three charming ladies. Or 
maybe it would be more accurate 
to say three charming "lassies’’ 
who are residing in Warren for the 
next year and make the statement 
after comparing conditions with 
their native Scotland. "Over here’’, 
they add, "the men always consider 
the ladies’’. Of course, they receiv­ 
ed no argument from this reporter 
who was all but enthralled by the 
Scotch burr which can not be ade­ 
quately recorded in print and im­ 
pressed by the obvious truth of the 
statement. 
America is the answer to their 
collective dream even though they 
understand that they are to return 
to their island homes at the con­ 
clusion of one year. Even working 
conditions here are excellent for 
domestics and Annie Healy, Grace 
Orr, and Mary Cruickshank enjoy 
the services they perform in the 
households of H. W. Conarro, John P. 
Wendell, and H. A. Logan. 
Some time ago, each girl applied 
individually (without being acquaint­ 
ed with the others) to the Overseas 
Domestic Agency for work in the 
United States. They were accepted 
and signed a contract for wages, 
working conditions, and other terms 
after corresponding with the pros­ 
pective employers. Lucky they were 
as hundreds of Scotch lassies seek 
American employment. 
Grace had never heard of a squash 
but ordered it upon the suggestion of 
Mrs. Wendell and then mistook it for 
a melon and stored it in the refriger­ 
ator. 
Cooking turkeys in butter 
amazed them and added lines to the 
next letters home. Electrical ap­ 
pliances, particularly dishwashers, 
garbage disposals and refrigera­ 
tors, were strange to them and the 
abundance of telephones practically 
unbelievable. 
"It’s not true that the Scotch are 
tight” , answered Annie, "just the 
Aberdonians’’. She added the last, 
phrase to tease Mary from Aber­ 
deen and to make it plain that the 
same stories we repeat about the 
Scotch in general they re-tell about

the Aberdonians. Bagpipes are plen­ 
tiful, however, and are played at all 
important functions even though 
other music, usually faster than in 
the United States, is used for dancing 
the waltzes, rhumbas, and other 
favorites. 
"You should all be proud of the 
Statue of Liberty", remarked Annie 
to the head-nodding of the others. 
"But the motor cars frightened me 
as they went zip, zip in every dir­ 
ection. Over in Scotland we ride 
bicycles.” 
Americans are generally con­ 
sidered as exaggerators (or worse) 
when they describe our country while 
overseas. This story as told by Grace 
is quite popular in Scotland. It seems 
an American and Scot were riding 
through the city on the tram while the 
American disclosed how quickly 
homes are constructed in the States. 
When passing Calvin Hall he inquired 
as to the name of the structure. "I 
don’t know", answered his host, "it 
wasn’t here when I went to work this 
morning”. 
In Scotland the boys and girls wear 
uniforms to school and their appear­ 
ances are neater. Ladies clothes are 
not as stylish there, cost more, but 
are made of better material. Special 
dishes to which they are accustomed 
include steak and kidney pie and 
shepherds pie of hamburg rings 
(called mince there) circumscribing 
mashed carrots and potatoes. What 
we call cookies here are really bis­ 
cuits according to these girls. 
During the next few weeks the 
lassies are planning on being plenty 
homesick. Christmas in their native 
land is celebrated almost identically 
with American customs including old 
Santa Claus — the same name and 
all. New Year’s eve (hogmany) is 
time of special family emphasis 
with all remaining indoors until the 
bells and chimes signify that the new 
year has arrived — then off to make 
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THREE BEAUTIFUL SMILES from 
three attractive lassies who are 
spending a year in Warren. All three 
agree that the United States is won­ 
derful but have sought each other’s 
cc.npany to ward off the inevitable 
homesickness. With all the conven­ 
iences enjoyed here, their thoughts 
seek out memories of the "High­ 
lands” and "Loch Lomond”. 
The girls are: (left to right) Mary 
Cruickshank, 21, of Aberdeen, Scot­ 
land, who has been here for a fort­ 
night; Annie Healy, 22, of Glasglow, 
who has been here for five weeks; 
Grace Orr, of Loch Lomond. She 
has been in Warren for ten weeks. 
The girls applied to the Overseas 
Domestic Agency for American em­ 
ployment as early as February. 


the rounds of other families where 
they receive a toast (neerday) which 
can be anything from lemonade to 
Scotch whiskey and usually the lat­ 
ter. 
Some disclosures of Scotland sur­ 
prised this reporter. For instance, 
the girls were surprised that more 
women did not smoke — over there 
nine out of ten indulge in cigarets. 
Divorce is frowned upon there be­ 
cause of the Presbyterian church’s 
strong influence. Many of the con­ 
cepts of our life had been formed 
through the eyes of the movie cam­ 
era which allowed them a mixture 
of loose living, cowboys, gangsters 
and millionaires, but Annie’s uncle 
warned her upon leaving Scotland 
that she must expect to work here 
even though the pictures never 
made that portion of life too clear. 
Annie has an uncle living in New 
Jersey who showed her the world’s 
largest 
city upon her arrival. 
Another uncle lived here from the 
time he was a baby until he was 
seventeen, then he returned to 
Scotland and constantly talked a- 
bout the United States which un­ 
doubtedly inspired Annie to seek 
these shores. Grace and Mary are 
just wanderers, they say, and jour­ 
neyed here 
in the 
adventurous 
spirit. 
Because of severe seasickness 
by all three on the trip over they 
have vowed to return by air. Annie 
and Mary flew from New York to 
Jamestown and are. convinced of 
the values of the air lanes. 
The last two paragraphs of a 
poem written for Annie just be­ 
fore she left Scotland reveals the 
esteem with which she is held at 
home: 
"So may ‘Good Luck’, ‘GoodHealth’, 
and ’Prosperity’ go across the sea 
with you, 
And don’t forget the ones at home 
who are really missing you. 


"Your new life may be strange to 
you but that you’ll overcome. 
You’ll soon forget your worries 
when Santa comes down your lum.”
